Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
obvious over Yamaguchi et al . , U.S. Patent 5,064,563. 

Reference to Yamaguchi et al. specifically teaches 
neutralized maleate copolymers as required by applicants' claims. 
The potential differences between the polymers taught by the 



reference and those claimed by applicants resides in 
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characteristics required in the claims which include Gardner 

color number and the order of neutralization. The chemical 

makeup of the polymer to Yamaguchi et al. being from the same 

monomers and the same salts are presumed to have the same 

physical characteristics as those required by applicants' claims 

even though these specifics are not enumerated in the reference. 

The claims are, therefore, either anticipated or rendered prima 

facie obvious from the teaching of the reference absent evidence 

of structural difference. In re Fitzgerald et al . . 205 USPQ 594. 

2, The non-statutory double patenting rejection, whether 
of the obvious-type or non-obvious-type, is based on a judicially 
created doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in 
the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or improper 
timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent. 
In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969); In re 
Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); In re Van Ornam, 
686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 
887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); and In re Goodman, 29 USPQ 2d 
2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993) . 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 
37 CFR 1.321 (b) and (c) may be used to overcome an actual or 
provisional rejection based on a non- statutory double patenting 
ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to 
be commonly owned with this application.

unpatentable over claim 1 of U.S. Patent No. 6,020,297. Although 
the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because the polymers as disclosed in the 
reference are the same as those being claimed by applicants even 
though the reference stipulates that they claim a composition 
comprising the polymer. The claims herein are, therefore, 
rendered prima facie obvious from the claims of the reference.
